Sparks By Mark 

Several weeks ago in my homily, I preached that 
being pro-life is not always easy because of our 
call to up-hold a consistent ethic of life from 
conception to natural death, which is the way of 
Christ. 

The struggle to be pro-life can be seen in the 
recent debates over abortion and capital 
punishment in our state. However, in the end, we 
know that surrendering to the fact that life is so 
sacred that the decision as to who lives and who 
dies must remain in the hands of God, who is the 
Giver of Life Alone. 

The opening prayer for that Sunday mentioned 
above was a reminder to all of us, the need to 
surrender completely to God in our life. “Father 


in heaven, the perfection of justice is found in 
your love and all humankind is in need of your 
law. Help us to find this love in each other that 
justice may be attained through obedience to 
your law.” 

Bishop Cupich, in his article Some 
Considerations Regarding the Abortion Bid 
Referendum, talks about our society having an 
interest in protecting unborn life for the 
common good. The Bishop uses the image of a 
firebreak. Once you cross the firebreak, there 
is no real logical control. If human life can be 
attacked at its beginning, then logically there is 
nothing to prevent it being attacked at other 
stages, especially for a “good reason” such as 
severe illness, infirmity or a chronic disabling 
conditioned. 

Bishop Cupich also wrote recently, “The only 
death Christians proclaim, is the death of the 
Lord, which destroys all death.” As we 
proclaim the death of the Lord through our 
voices in the public square, the voting booth, 
and through our community service, we need 
to be, first and foremost, people of prayer. 

As we give our voice to the coming election, 
we need to spend time in prayer. I would 
encourage all of us to fast, like we do in the 
Season of Lent, as a way to prepare our hearts 
as we enter the voting booth Tuesday, 
November 7, 2006. Our Church is usually open 
from 6:00 am in the morning to 9:00 pm in the 
evening, leaving a good opportunity to drop by 
for a few moments of prayer for a conversion 
of heart for us all. 

Also, there are people who will be praying 
from 5:00 pm - 6:00 pm, except for Saturdays, 
praying our society might realize the gift of life 
from conception to natural death. 

We will also be holding a parish prayer service 
Thursday November 2 nd , from 6:00 pm - 7:00 
pm, just days before the election, to preparing 
our hearts by allowing Abba the Father to form 
us into the image of His Son Jesus, the one we 
call Emmanuel.

Scripture 

•Beyond health and comeliness I loved her, 
And I chose to have her rather than the light, 
because the splendor of her never yields to

•Indeed, the word of God is living and 
effective, shatper than any two-edged 
sword, penetrating even between soul and 
spirit, joints and marrow, and able to discern 
reflections and thoughts of the heart.

•“Then who can be saved?” Jesus looked at 
them and said, “For human beings it is 
impossible, but not for God. All things are 
possible for God.”

Reflection 

•What is beyond health, beauty and unlike 
daylight never rests? 

•Do you count days, make days count, or 
use a different scale? 

•What penetrates to the inmost self 
(’’between soul and spirit") perceiving 
reflections and thoughts of the heart? (Note: 
reflections and thoughts are hard to see!) 
How do you find what is true in your heart? 
•What is impossible but possible? 

Stumbling under the weight of 
contradictions in our lives, for a fleeting 
moment we glimpsed the possibility of 
building within ourselves a place of 
simplicity and light. Horrified at our own 
selfishness, we burst asunder the chains of 
the senses, at least in our desire, and 
glimpsed the possibility of true freedom and 
love. Bored by a middle-class conformist 
life, we suddenly saw ourselves on the 
streets of the world—bearers of a message 
of light and love, love of all sisters and 
brothers, and ready to offer on the altar of 
unconditional love, the witness of a life in 
which the primacy of poverty and love 
would make communicating and relating an 
easy matter. This is when Francis enters our 
lives in some way. It would not be easy to 
find a Christian—Catholic, Protestant, or 
Orthodox—who has never identified with 
the figure of Francis of Assisi, and who has 
not in some measure desired to imitate 
him....I think that Francis of Assisi is in the 
depths of every human being, for all are 
touched by grace—just as the call to 
holiness is in the depths of every human 
being. 1
